WHEREAS, a study of available data, including data maintained by the City of Mempbhis and other public
agencies, data gathered from a survey of businesses in the Memphis MSA, and other commercially
available data regarding the economic opportunities available to businesses in the Memphis MSA was
conducted by Griffin and Strong, P.C. in 2016, concluding in the City of Memphis Minority and Women
Business Enterprise Program Disparity Study and Legal Analysis (the "Disparity Study");
